Whete is *the Harp that Once Through

Waar we bave foretold for months has, we
are porry to say, been verified by events,
While warmly wishing that Ireland mieght
accomplish her freedom, and while heartily
aympathizing with those who were willing to
give their hard-earned savings and their lives
to secure thelr country’s independence, wo
saw that the plans of the Fenlans waere
vislonary, that their scheme was a chimera,
that their efforts would prove futile. Months

since we said :—

“If Irishmen here choose, with their eyes
open, to give thetr money 1ato the keeping of
the O'MAnoxys, aod oprrYsRe, aud Swes-
wEvs, and take v exchange ftor it the bonds of
u republio which has no exletonce suve in the
heated ymagination of enthusiasts, and which 14
uot likely to hnve any other, tuey have a rizht
to wo dispose ol it; yot no sincere friend of the
Irsh citigens can witness without sorrow so
worse than wasteiul a disposition of treasurs
that might, il wisely directed and applicd, be
made ingtromental in doing #0 much for the
real prosperity, happiness, and Indopendence of
thoe Fenians oo the other side of the vcenn,

“We bave sald that, in our judgment at least,

tho present effort to emancipate Ireland cannot
posaibly succecd under such ausplecs as pow
napire and control i, And those who, secretly
knowing the desperate character of the enter-
prise, deliberately tell the Irish people In Ame-
rica that the cause is certein of success, and
only requires Irish money and Itish soldiers,
are guilty of & great wrong, and are, indeed,
tho foés and not the true friends of the Irish
race,"
And again, when the subsecriptions to the
Irish bonds were being made willingly by
those who could least afford to lose by the
investment, we predicted defeat—we urged
our fellow-citizens to forbear. We said: —

“We do not know what muy be their schemes,
They may have been deeply luid and wiscly
planned, but we see an ucean which must be
crossed in vessels, and we do not ser the vos
sels or a prospect of the vesaels in which the
Atlantic 18 to be navigated., We hear tha®
Cannda 8 to be invaded, but unless
raiders have the wings of Icariue, we cannot
sec how they wiil cross the border without the
interference of the United Brates authorities
because of n violation of the nountrality laws,
We therclore must consider the scheme a
phantagy ol patriotism, an etfort good 1 its
nime#, but impncticable in 1t operstions,

*Suoh being our views, we must advie our
Irish citizens to refuse to subscribe to the
Fenian Yronds. Bond+ issued by revolulionists
are the worst possiole kind ol invesiment. Our
duty as public journatists, thes fore, is plain,
We urge upon the iwish-American people to
refuse to subscribe to the Fenisn losn, unless
they desire to make a gratintouns contribition
to
presont, no! to enter into an inveatment, The
greater class of the [rish in our wulst are poor,
and have but little money except thal acghired
by hard labor, To euoeavor to secure this little
hoard upon such representations as the leaders
are making, is wrong,"

And time has proved our prophecles were
right. The wild idea of capturing Canada,
conceived in folly, has been executed with
even more fatility than we expected. A Fe-
nian army (consisting of about three hundred
recruits), led by Gencral KiLniAN(a veteran,
in wbat war we have not learned), starts to
pass the frontier of Maine and surprise the
Canndians, In order to more successfully
accomplish the end, the forces are sent in

small detachments, the arrival of the last com- '

pany being duly chronicled in all the papers
of the States. Suddenly an execited recruit,
overcome by an irresistible desire, endeavors
to crush the skull of a native of the provinces,
whereupon sixty United States Regulars
under General MEADE, proceed to the spot,and
KirpLiAxn, with his followers, decamps with
almost undignified haste. Breathing forth fire
and slaughter while no one opposed, the great
financial warrior becomes non est when ene-
mies appear.

‘‘Remember the glories of *Kruuian® the brave,
Tho' the davs ol the bhero are o'er
Tuo' loat to ‘New Brunswick,’ snd coald in his
grave,
He retorns to ‘the border' no more.”

Wiih the exception of the “cold in the
grave" portion, Tox Moore’s “war song, is
apropos.

We do not doubt but that General Kit-
LIAN is a brave and honest patriot, who

really desires the success of his cause, and t

would willingly sacrifice much to accomplish
it; yet his abandonment of the attempt with
such expeditlon, proves what we have
over and again asserted, that the capiure of
Canada and the success ol the Fenian schemes
wcie impossible, It is folly and rank madness,
and what we have sald for weeks our con.
temporaries are concurring In to day.

Moone drew a fine picture of how Irish-
men ought to comport themselves wlien the
Inst sad hour arrvives, when, baulked In their
efforts for freadom, and confronted by foes in
overwhelming numbers, they look for the last
timee at the heavens and prepare to die. Re-
membering his lines, It I8 very natural to
suppose that his direction would have been
obeyed :—

“The last sad hour ol treedom’s dream
Aud valor's task moyed slowly by,

While mute they watched, till morning's beams
Should riso and give them light w die,?
Pondering upon these sublime doctriges, can

we wonder that, for twenty-four hours alter the
arrival of the regulars, KiLriax, armed sith
determined desperation, stood bo dly forth,
waiting * ' I'ill morning’s beam should glve him
light'to die.” It was probably at this moment,
fraught with a nation’s déstiny, that there
flashed upon that martial wind a poem less
musical but lar more sensible, The o'd lines
of “Hudibras” ran through his braip :—

“He who fizbts and runs away
Will live to tight another duy ;
He who is In battle alain

Will never live to fight again."

Would they not rather olace him under bonds
to keep the peace? Under such n masy of
arguments who can wonder that the warrior
ro#¢ and vanished none know whence ?

We fear that the Fenlan cause has eol-
lapsed. The volee of oratory Is no more
beard at the street corners, proclaiming that
Ireland must and will be free. No more do
display advestiscments deslgnate the place
where the enger crowd are secured a plece of
paper, with a green deeign, in exchange for
the piecea whose backs are green. No more
is the busy tramp of volunte 'rs heard in the
city halls, The gallant guardians of the
doors, bedecked in uniforms of verdant hue, no
more with drawn swords obstruct the pas-
sage, nnd demand the countersign. ‘The
eloquence of SWRENEY, MEANY, and H Asson
is hushed, The Fenlan cause is dead. There
can be none who sympathize more sincerely
| with any effort to free Ireland than we do,

but until some feasible plan i8 prepared, we
| must lor conscience’ sake oppose chimoras.
| The effort was led by, we believe, honest and

patriotic men. It has falled because success

under present clreumstances Is Impossible. No

newspaper paragraph for weeks has indicated
| the movements of the Brotherhood. No word,
no sign, no token of Life Is given, and it seems

; Some of the Bouthern journals, disgusted
" with the fanaticism of such extremists as
the New York Daily News, in calling for the
| forcible disruption of Congress, complain that
these desperate and abandoned politicians are
merely trying to make a caf's paw of the
| South. Happy characterization! If the
| South bhad only learned this long ago, how
much suffering and loss she might have
avoided! The Rebellion would hardly have
been ventured on at all, hud it not been for
the constant urging thereto and egging on of
the bouth by this same class of reckless poli-
ticians. They constantly magnified the fan-
cled grievances of the South, declared that
she could not safely nor consistently remain
in the Unlon, totally falsified the real senti-
ments of the North, snd thus paved the way
for civil war. o long as they could keep the

She will narture
within ber bosom the seeds of future discord,
and can never bé assured of permanent peace,
Her material interests will continue to be
